Tha Kentncky Gsaatte, of !>sington, 

was the first ncwsp iper established west 
of the Allegheny mountains. The firat 
issue waa.publiabad on the 11th day of 
August, 1787, and a writer in the Courier- 
Journal s'lggests that the Gazette's cen- 
tennial anntvanary be celebrated in an 
appropriate manner. John Bradford, tha 
pioneer editor of the West, was the 
founder of the Gazette. La Pariert, the 
OourieisJoarnal's correapondeot referred 
to abova, aaya: "The Laxlagton Board 
of Trustees, in July, 1786, ordered 'that 
the use of a pnblip lot be granted to John 
Bradford fraa, on eondlHon thai be eateb* 
lish a printing press in LexioKton:' Brad- 
ford aentto Philadelphia for the material 
bit it did Ml arriva natll tha following 
sammer. The mntter was than apeedily 
arranged, and on the Uth of August, 
1787, the first issue of the Kentucky Ga- 
zette wAs given to the public. [ Kentucky 
was originally spelt with a terminal e, 
wliich was afterward changed to y by 
the Legislature of Virginia.] It was a 
small nnpretentionssbeet— no larger than 
a half Hlieet of foolscap — (irob.ibly not bo 
large. Its contents comprised two short, 
original articlf-a, one advertiaement anil 
the foi'owing appologetic note from the 

editor :

" When we take into consideration the 
mode of transportation of that day, and 
the many dangers attending it by " flood 
and field," the fsct that "a great p<rt of 
the typ(vs fell into pi" is little matter of 
wonder. They bad to be transported 
overland from Philadelphia to Pittabnrg, 
thence down the Oliio river by boat (a 
dangerous voyage, as many a bsnd of 
pioneera diaoTerad to tbeir sorrow) to 
Limestone, now the flourishing little city 
of Maysville. (There most of the type 
for the first isaoeof tha paparwiwaatnp>) 
In every thicket, behind ahnost every 
tree, from Limestone to Lexington lurked 
unseen dangers; scsrcely a rod of the 
distance but was stained by the bh>od of 
the red man or that of his pale-faced foe. 
Along this dangerous trail, startled ever 
and anon by the orack of the Indian's 
rjfle or his blood-curdling yell. Brad 
ford's types and presses were transported 
on pack-horMO to the metropolis of Ken 
tacky. That they reached there at al 
was one of the " streaks uf good luck ' 
that often fell to the lot of the early set 
tlera of Kantncky. Thay did arrive in 
safety, the -paper was estabiislied ; and, 
at the "subscription price of eighteen 
shillings per annum, it went forth upon 
its missien. What that misHion was is 
shown by its files for sixty years. 

"The office of the Kentucke Gazette, 
compared to that of our four great me' 
tropolitian dailies, would present as 
strange a contrast as the editorial sur 
ronndings of Bradford to tboaa of the 
editor of tba praaent day. His oflBce was 
not a Bton^ront, but a rude lo^'-cabin. 
He printed hIa paper on an old-fashioned 
hand-preaa he hid pnrchaaed in Pblhi* 
delphia at second-hand, and wiiicb, when 
pushed to its utmost capacity, mighc 
probably tnm off from fifty to aavaifty 

five sheets per hour. His" editor's easy 
cliair was a three-legged stool, and his 
editorial table eorreapondad In atyle with 
the cliair. fie composed his editorials by 
the light uf u wood tire, a buffalo tallow 
caadle, or a bear-graaaa lamp. Many of 
his advartiaamanto'ware as quaint as bis 
office and Ita equipments. Spinning 
wheel, knee-buckles, gun-flints, buck 
skin for braeobes, liair-powder, aaddle- 
bags lobka and other articlaa, now obao- 
lete, were adTartised. A notice states 
that "Peiaona who anbscribed to the 
frame raeadng-hooae can pay in cattle 
or wliisky " — an evidence that two of the 
great products of the Bluegrass. (cattle 
and whisky) wara even than legal ten- 
der. The Constitution of the United 
States is published, with a note to the 
public, that it ia "Jost framed by the 
grand convention now in session." The 
following appears uvt-r tiic signature of 
Charles Bland: "I will nut pay a note 
given to Wm. Turner fos three second- 
rate cows till he returns a rifle, binnket 
and tonialittwk I loined him " Tln-^e 
are samplea ot many that are similar. 
The early files show a great dearth of 
local items. But wi- ni'i.sl retiienilicr 
there were then no steamboAt or rail- 
road aecldenta— nor steamboais and rail- 
roads theinsolvcs— ncitlicr w^re there 
any telegraph lines connecting the dif- 
ferent centers of oLviliaation Ilka apider 
weba." •
